The precise words in 
the resolve adopted, fully 
charge the violation, and that twice over. 
T o assume 
power not conferred by the laws and constitution, is to 
violate the laws and constitution ; to do an act in de­ 
rogation o f both, is in the President, a violation of both. 
The legislative power may derogate from a law , that 
is to say, can repeal and take away a part of it ; but it 
cannot derogate from the constitution ; that is to say, 
repeal, or take away a part of it ; and the attempt to 
do it, is to violate it. 
T he President can neither de­ 
rogate from the common law , nor from statute law , nor 
from the constitution. 
He has no repealing power over 
them ; by consequence to derogate from them , is to 
violate them. 
Mr B. well recollected that some o f the gentlemen in 
opposition called the President’s conduct a gross abuse 
o f a p o w e r. 
Be it so. 
T he smallest abuse o f power 
is a misbehavior in office, and a misdemeanor, for 
which the 
nfsy b* im peached; « gross abuse of 
power is a high crime, for which impeachment also 
lies. 
The charge then still continues 
impeachable, 
whether qualified as a gross abuse o f power, or charged 
as a direct violation of law. 
T he charge then, stript of its thin disguise, taken in 
its obvious sense, and put into the words proclaimed by 
every speaker, is a charge o f usurpation of power and 
authority, and o f violation o f the laws and constitution. 
I do not make a separate head of the usurpation here 
charged, because it is merely subsidiary in its reference, 
and explanatory in its import, of the main charge more 
distinctly expressed. 
T o usurp power and authority, is 
to seize upon power and authority without right or law; 
to violate the laws and constitution, is to do the same 
thing ; so that ail the charges substantially end in one, 
that of violating the laws and the constitution. 
Is this a 
petty offence, ora great crime ? 
It is sufficient for my 
argument that it should be a petty offence ; but truth 
and justice will qualify it as a great crime. 
In a coun­ 
try o f law, the violation o f law is always crime. 
In the 
mere citizen it is criminal ;— in the common magistrate, 
it is heinous,— in the chief offices of a republic, it is 
atrocious and parricidal. 
In a President of the United 
States, bound by his oath, not only to preserve, protect, 
and defend the constitution, but to cause all others 
faithfully to execute the law s, the violation of the laws 
and constitution, involving as it does perjury to his 
conscience, treachery to his trust, danger to the country, 
and evil example to all, becomes an offence of the 
greatest magnitude, inferior only in turpitude and mis­ 
chief to high treason itself. 
In republics the greatest 
jealousy is felt at assumptions o f power beyond the law, 
and the more exalted the magistrate, the more eminent 
the citizen,— who commits that offence, no matter how 
strong the necessity, or how slight the consequence, the 
voice o f offended justice is sure to be beard. 
W hy was 
Cicero banished from Rom e ? 
Not for putting Lentulus 
and Cethegus to death,— for these pariicides deserv­ 
ed to die a thousand deaths ! but, because, in ordering 
Roman citizens to be strangled, the Consul had assum­ 
ed the oxercise of a power not granted to him by the 
constitution and the laws o f Rom e. 
W hat was the 
cause o f that immortal contest in Athens,— that contest 
for the crown, not of royalty, but o f honor and patriot­ 
ism ? 
Not that Demosthenes did not deserve to wear 
it, but that Ctesiphon had transcended tho law in caus­ 
ing it to be conferred upon him. 
These were excusable, 
or venial violations of law; yet their commission agitated 
the great republics o f antiquity, and their memory, at 
the end ol two thousand years, and in a new hemis­ 
phere, is fresh in the recollection of every reader. 
But 
why quote exam ples? 
W hy go to foreign countries? 
W hy quit our own soil,— this chamber,— and this very 
case,— to prove that the violation of the law , is ihe 
commission of a great crime ? 
Did not every gentleman 
in arguing this very ease, treat it as a crime of the 
gre «test enormity ? 
Did they not denounce the Pres­ 
ident’s conduct not merely us a violation of the laws 
and tiie constitution, but an actual overthrow of all 
Government ? as the establishment of one man’s will in 
place o f all law and government ? as being in itself a 
revolution ? as an act pregnant with every calam ity, 


sued, and for the alarm and agitation in which they in­ 
volved the country, but tho reality of their belirt in the 
high crimes which they then imputed to the President. 
Here, then, lies a dilemma. 
T o justify themselves for 
their conduct then, gentlemen must now stick to the 
charge as then made, and maintain tho President to 
have been guilty of a high crime. 
T o defend them­ 
selves from the censure of having violated the constitu­ 
tion, subverted justice, and set a dreadful exam ple, it 
is necessary for them to maintain that he committed no 
crime at all ; not even the petty offence and venial mis­ 
conduct which will constitute a misdemeanor in office. 
In this dilemma, it is not for 
me to anticipate 
what 
course gentlemen will take ; whether they will retrace 
their steps, or advance further. 
It is not for me to de­ 
cide whether it is a case in 
which 
the 
actors, tar 
steeped in blood, may think it safer to go through tlnn 
to turn back ; but solely occupied with my own course, 
I proceed to establish my position, 
that the President 
was adjudged guilty o f an impeachuble oflence, and that 
the Senate was unjustifiable for proceeding against him 
without tho forms of an impeachment. 
T he sentence against him is for violating the laws 
and the constitution. 
I have said this offence was great 
in a private citizen, still greater in a common m agis­ 
trate, and greatest of all in the C hief MsgtSlrste of tho 
country. 
Our own Chief Magistrate is laid under the 
most sacred and social responsibilities to God and bis 
country, to abstain from this crime. 
He takes an oath 
to do so ; and here is a copy o f that oath which Presi­ 
dent Jackson actually took, administered by the late 
Chief Justice Marshall, in the presence o f assembled 
thousands, and on the steps o f that capitoi, and at the 
base of that column at which he catno so near to pay the 
dreadful penalty of a supposed violation of his oath :— 
“ / do solem nly s w e a r th a t I w ill f a ith fu lly e x ­ 
ecute the office o f P resid en t o f the U n ited S tates, 
a n d w ill, to the best o f m y ab ility, preserve, p r o ­ 
tect, a n d defend the constitution o f the 
U nited 
S ta tes.” 
Preserve, protect, and defend the constitution ! Such 
is the oath ! 
The sentence is that he violated that con­ 
stitution, and by consequence, that he violated that oath. 
Here then is the aggravated charge of perjury upon his 
conscience, treachery to hit trust, mischief to the people, 
and destruction to tfin* which he was bound to preserve, 
protect, and defend. 
Can such things be, and not im­ 
ply crime ? that crime for which not only impeachment 
lies under our constitution, but indictment and punish­ 
ment also at common law ? 
Surely the point is too 
plain for argument, and I must be permitted to repeat 
that I cannot figure t* my imagination any thing so 
strange and wonderful as that gentlemen who pushed 
the condemnation of President Jackson with such fury 
in 1834, should now deprive themselves o f all justifica­ 
tion for what they then did by special pleading upon the 
verbality o f the accusation which they themselves drew 
up, and pointing to tho careful omission o f imputed bad 
motive, declare that his intentions were not impugned ! 
and defend themselves from the consequences o f pro­ 
nouncing him a criminal then by entrenching them selves 
behind his innocency n o w ! 
Far from it. 
The justifi­ 
cation of gentlemen for what they did to agitate the 
country rests upon the conscientiousness o f their belief 
that tho President was in reality the lawless and dan­ 
gerous criminal which they described him to b e ; and 
the moment they give up that,— the moment they ad­ 
mit that innocency o f m otive, without which crime can­ 
not exist,— that moment they condemn them selves, and 
admit that they were factious agitators, unjust judges, 
and relentless persecutors o f an innocent man. 
Instead 
of this, they and I should now act together, both main­ 
taining that a high crime was charged upon the Presi­ 
dent ; but as I have not conferred with gentlemen and 
do not know upon which horn o f this dilemma they 
prefer to hang themselves, I must proceed in my own 
w ay, and make out my case upon its own strength 
without reference to their weakness. 
T he great position which 1 take is, that an impeach­ 
able offence has been charged upon the President, and 
that he has been adjudged guilty o f that offence, with­ 
out the forms of an impeachment, and without the ben­ 
efits o f n trial. 
Suppose gentlemen undertake to arrest me at the 
threshold and say, we did not impugn his motives; we 
did not attribute bad intentions; w e merely charged the 
fact. 
T o this I answer : 
1. 
If there was no allegation, there was no denial 
o f bad motive; and the charge of the crime implies the 
wicked intent : 
2. 
That the speeches of gentlemen supplied what 
the form o f their charge omitted; and that the imputa­ 
tion witheld from the record, was proclaimed from the 
mouth, and incorporated into every speech : 
3. 
That the criminal averment, “ dan gerou s to 
the liberties o f the p e o p le ,” was inserted in the first, 
and retained in the second form of the charge, and only 
dropped from the third and last form alter having been 
repeatedly pointed out, and fully relied on as shewing 
the criminal and impeachable character o f the accusa­ 
tion : 
4. 
That no legislative use was made o f thecondem - 
nalory resolve after it was passed, and that no such 
use could then, or can now be made of it ; because in 
its nature it is a criminal accusation, and presents a 
case, not for legislation, but for punishm ent: 
5. 
That gentlemen in the opposition drew the charge 
them selves, and altered it them selves; and may have 
had a reason, not yet explained, for omitting those im- I 
filling the country with distress and alarm, ruining the | putations o f criminality in the record which 
wero so 
profusely and conspicuously used in their speeches : 
I 
6. 
That even a regular and formal impeachment re­ 
quires no allegation of corrupt motive : 
7. 
That the offence being stated in the article of 
impeachment, the conviction will be valid; and the on­ 
ly sentence known under our constitution will be pro­ 
nounced without reference to the quo anim o. 


currency, sinking the price o f property, paralyzing in 
dustry, stopping factories, bankrupting merchants and 
traders, destroying ail confidence between man and 
man, and striking tiie whole country dow n from a state 
of unparalleled prosperity to a stale o f unparalleled mis­ 
ery ? 
Did not every speaker against the President as­ 
sert ail this, and infinitely more, and worse? 
And did 
not one hundred and twenty thousand petitioners back j 
8 . 
That th.s is not a case o f 
regular impeachment, 
then- assertions; reiterate their denunciation, send it 
but of irregular condemnation without 
impeachment, 
here lor our information, and call upon us to undo w hat and a charge on which tho House o f Representatives 
the President had done, as the only means of saving the 
country from utter ruin? 
And were not these petitions 
received with all honor, and their contents made every 
speaker’s ow n, by the manner in which he adopted aud 
commented upon them ? 
Certainly all 
were so; and during the six months llmt they were 
going on, the act ol President Juckson, in removing the 
deposites, was expressly treated as a crime of the direst 
import, and o f the most calamitous consequences. 
Having personally witnessed all these things, and too 
well remembering them, it is incoa prebensible to me, 
and my mind will remain incredulous to tho apparit.on 
until 1 shall behold it, that any one of 
the supporters 
o f the proceedings nguinst President Jackson, will now 
take a position in tho rear of President Jackson's inno­ 
cen cy, and rest the success of their defence 
now , upon 
the overthrow of their attack then. 
I 
say 
upon hia 
innocency ! for every dental of the criminality o f his 
conduct is an allegation of his innocence ; and every 
attempt to sink tho charge against him 
below the de­ 
gree of a high crime, is an admission o f the injustice of 
those who then denounced and condemned 
him 


might frame an impeachment in form, and send it to us 
for trial. 
It is precisely the preliminary resolution, the 
general charge without specification and technical aver­ 
ments, which is the incipient step and opening process 
these things to the preferment of an impeachment in form. 
It is 
the initiative to impeachment. 
So say the hooks. 
• 
Listen to Jefferson in his Manual of Parliamentary prac­ 
tice, drawn up by him for our especial guidance, and 
printed by ourselves for our convenient and constant 
reference, 
lie says: “ The g e n e ra l course is to pass 
a resolution containing a crim in a l charge a g a in st 
the supposed delinquent, and then to direct some 
m em ber to impeach him by oral accusation a t the 
bar o f the House o f L o rd s.” 
This is the way to be­ 
gin an impeachment in the House of Representatives, 
and this is the precise manner m which w e began it in 
the Senate. 
W e passed the resolution as the book di- 
rects, and we passed it with the criminal charge in it. 
W e began the impeachment regularly, but we began it 
in the wrong place, and our proceedings ended where 
'those o f the House of Representatives begin; we end- 
liose who then denounced and condemned 
him ; for J ed with the adoption o f u general resolution, containing 
iothing can excuse them tor the course they then pur- ^ a criminal charge against the supposed delinquent. 
* 


T hese brief answers I hold In be sufficient, Mr Pres­ 
ident, to set aside any defence which could be bottomed 
on tho omission, accidental or designed, of formal aver­ 
ments of bad motives in the sentence pronounced 
against the President. 
T hey show that tho impeacha­ 
ble nature o f the charge is not affected by that omis­ 
sion: on the contrary, tho very circumstance of the 
omission may nggravate the conduct o f the Jennie by 
showing an extension of the non-committal policy’lo the 
high and sacred functions o f Senntors and judges, and 
exhibiting n subtle contrivance for condeming the vic­ 
tim without committing the judges. 
T hey show that 
this is not a case for common law averm ents,— not a 
case for setting out with legal verbosity, that the afore­ 
said Andrew Jackson, yeom an, not having the fear of 
God before his eyes, hut being moved and seduced by 
the instigation o f the devil, he first dismissed Mr Duans 
from the Treasury; and after that, appointed Mr Taney 
to the Treasury; and after that, ho took upon himself 
the responsibility of removing the deposites; and, final­ 
ly, ho performed a certain late proceeding in relation to 
tiie public revenue. 
All this, though eminently pictur­ 
esque, and even quite dramatic in a common law in­ 
dictment, happens to have no place in an impeachment; 
and I might safely rest my case where it now stands; 
bui i choose to go further, to rise higher, and to place 
my cause upon loftier and nobler ground; I take the 
true position that the impeachment o f a magistrate dif­ 
fers from the indictment o f a citizen; and that a magis­ 
trate may he impeached under our constitution, tried, 
convicted, and subjected to every penalty known m 
impeachment, not only without the allegation of bad 
motives, but without the fact of such intentions, or ev­ 
en the possibility of possessing intentions of any kind, 
either good or bad. 
And first, I show what the judg­ 
ment on impeachment is; and for that purpose refer to 
article 1, section 3, of the constitution. 
'•Ju dgm ent in cases o f im peach m en t shall not ex ­ 
ten d fu r th e r than to rem ove fr o m office, and d is­ 
qualification to hold an d enjoy a n y office o f honor, 
tru s t, or profit under the 
U n ited S tates : but the 
p a r t y convicted skull nevertheless be liable to indict­ 
m en t, trial, ju d g m en t and p u n ish m en t, according 
to la w .” 
Upon this provision in the constitution I have to re­ 
mark that impeachment lies against nobody hut an offi­ 
cer, and in its judgment, is official and not personal.— 
h affects the officer, not the man. 
T he object of the 
judgment is preventive, not penal justice. 
It is not pun­ 
ishment for past offences, but prevention of future mis­ 
conduct, that is intended. 
Removal from office and 
disqualification to hold office, is the ultimato penally 
which can bo inflicted under it. 
I f the offence for 
which the impeachment was made should amount to a 
crime at eonimon law, or by statute, then a criminal 
trial might ensue, and the punishment provided by law 
for that offence, might be inflicted. 
The differerence 
between indictment and impeachment lies in the differ­ 
ence between preventive and penal justice. 
T he im­ 
peachment is to prevent the officer from doing further 
m ischief ; the indictment is to punish the man for the 
m ischief he has done. 
A man can only be punished 
for crim e, and wicked intention is necessary to consti­ 
tute crime; but the officer may be deprived of his office 
for acts not amounting to crime for Want of the corrupt 
intention; for these acts may be detrimental to the com ­ 
munity, and the welfare of the community may require 
that these acts should cease, whether they proceed from 
a wicked heart, or a weuk head, or even a mistaken 
principle of action. 
H ence, impeachment lies for the 
act, without regard to the criminal intention; and in­ 
dictment lies for the crime o f which criminal intention 
is the essential and the touchstone. 
From this fair 
analysis o f the impeachment process and judgment, in 
contradistinction to indictment, results the inference that 
Criminality o f intention is no way essential to the valid­ 
ity o f impeachments under tho constitution. 
So distinct 
is the trial by impeachment from that upon indictment 
for the same offence, that one cannot be plead in bar of 
the other under the clause o f the constitution which 
protects the citizen from two prosecutions for the same 
offence. 
In England, on ihe contrary, the sentence on convic­ 
tion under impeachment, extends to legal and actual 
punishment —to punishment in person and in property 
— for the party may be both fined and imprisoned.— 
On indictments both in England and ih Am erica, as 
every body knows, the direct object of the prosecution 
is punishment— punishment in life, limb, person, or 
property; and preventive justice is only an incident. 
W henever, then, punishment would fol'ow convic­ 
tion, whether on indictment or impeachment— w henev­ 
er the life or limb of ihe party was to be touched__ 
whenever his body might be cast into prison, or his 
property taken by fine or forfeiture— in every such case, 
the quo anim o, the state of mind, the criminal intent, 
was of the essence of the offence, and must be duly 
averred and fully proved, or clearly inferrible from the 
nature of the act done ; but in the case of impeachment 
under the constitution of the United ¡States, where the 
sentence could extend no further than merely to pre- 
vent the party from using his power to do further m is­ 
chief, leaving him subject to a future indictment, then 
the intent of the party, whether good or bad, innocent 
or w icked, became wholly immaterial, not necessary to 
be alleged, nor requiring to be proved or inferred, if the 
allegation should chance to be made. 
Every averment , 
relative to the intention would be surplusage; for the 
m ischief to the public was the same, whether a public 
functionary should violate the law from weakness or 
wickedness, from folly or from design. 
Mr B. said that the cases of the Judges Chase and 
Pickering were evidences o f the truth o f his argument; 
for in one o f these there could be no corrupt or wicked I 
intention, for the party was insane, and therefore in­ 
capable, both in law and in fact, of being either cor- I 
rupt or wicked ; and in the other of which, the mere 
naked violation o f law was charged, without the slight­ 
est reference to the intentions, or quo anim o o f tho 
parly. 
Mr B. then went into a detailed statement of 
the impeachment o f these two judges, to sustain the 
view he had been taking, and to apply historical facts 
and judicial decisions to the legal doctrines which he 
had laid down. 
Judge Pickering, a district judge of 
the United States for the Stale of N ew Hampshire, 
was impeached for acts of flagrant illegality, and w hich, 
in truth, implied great wickedness: the articles of im- j 
peuchment charged wicked and corrupt intentions ; yet 
it was proved that he was incapable in law and in fact 
o f wickedness or corruption ; for ho was utterly in­ 
sane, both at the time of committing the ucts, and at 
tho lim e he was tried for them, and eould not, and 
did not, appear belore the Senate to make any de­ 
fence. 
His unfortunate condition was both proved arid 
admitted, and the Senate was moved by counsel to stop 
the proceedings against him, and to remit or postpone 
the trial ; but the Senate took the clear distinction be­ 
tween a proceeding which could only go to rernovii 
from office, and a disqualification for holding office, and 
a prosecution which might involve a criminal punish­ 
ment ; and they proceeded with the tri »1, heard tho 
evidence, found the illegal acts to have been com m u­ 
ted, and pronounced tho sentence which the good o f the 
community required, and which the unfortunate Judge

Com m onwealth wus bound to make up any deficiency 
in case the earning« were hss than ten per cent and 
I he Corporation w ere to pocket any surplus there might 
he. 
I he term was also extended to tw e n ty years for 
th ' Corporation. 
W hen the Bill wns reported to grant 
th«' additional capital, it was proposed to add a proviso, 


embracing, generally, the provisions of the additional 
act and restoring the privileges of the Comm onwealth 
as provided in the first charter, and introducing such 
other ptittciples o f right connected with the subject, as 
the « use required, to guard the interest of the Common­ 
wealth. 


I Ins course of proceeding brought into action the 
political principles of the contending parties in thoS en- 


ti <o. 
T he Democratic party, ardently and sincerely in 
favor of these great improvements, hut desirous that tho 
sovereignly and cantroiing pow* r of the State should ho 
preserved. 
T he Aristocracy only anxious that the Rail 
Road Corporal ion should have all they wished, without 
reference to the bearing on the welfare of the Common- 
wealth, and disposed th at the State should bo tied down 
to almost any fi rm s the Corporation should wish to im­ 
pose. 


It will thus he readily seen why this question, which 


one would suppose at first eight would lie nothing more 
than a question of expediency, soltled down in one of 
principle and assuimd a party shape. 
After many days of discussion the friends of the 
Commonwealth prevailed by a majority of one in intro­ 
ducing the controlling power of the St «te over the Cor­ 


poration; every aristocratic member present voting in
